In announcing results of a 
six-year competition, the Army 
disclosed that It rejected tho 
Belginn FM rifle used by. Bri- 
tain in fayour of « weapon de 
veloped at the Springneld, Mas- 
sachusetts, Armory. The new 
rifle is known as the T~44. 

It will replace the M-1 
Garand rifle, which has been 
used since carly 1936, the .30- 
calibre carbine, the M-3 sub- 
machine gun and the Browning 
automatic rifle, 

The T-44 is capable clther of 
fully automatic or sem! 
automatic fire. Its rate of fire 
{s about 700 rounds per minute. 
The Army has said its new 7.62 
millimetre ceriridge will pene- 
trate a_steel helmet at 1,200 
yards.—United Press.

approved by Congress in 1054. 


But he sald all of the econo- 
mics ‘that we would like to 
accomplish” always come back 
to the foreign ald problem. 


Economy-minded Conyress- 
men have sald that the Pre- 
sident's proposed $4,400,000,000 
foreign aid request ‘la the place 
where they will try to make the 
sharpest “cut in Elsenhowcer's 
spending budget for the new 
fiscal year staring on July 1. 


The President's plea for his aid 
programme came shortly after 
it was disclosed that he may 
make a nationwide radio- 
{elavision addriss soon to line up 
public support for his ald and 
budget views,

of 0 2,176-kilometre ride which will take them over mountains and through some 
of Europe's densest industrial ‘centres in the toughest amateur race in the world. 


‘The racy, an annual event 
since 1947, is sponsored by the 
newspapers “Rude Pravo", 
“Neues Deulschland™ and “Tri- 
buna Lydu", the oMeial organs 
of the Communist parlics of 
Czechoslovakian, East Germany 
and Polund respectively.

was Captain Jamey Cook, and 
he was sent off again with

A big expedition organised by 
Russia sr ted Cook's cir-

century. James Weddell! followed 
in 1823 and reached further 
south thari anyone before, so

short tlme, and went on to 
assembik an impressive mass 
of data, 


Other Nations 


Many nations were now keen 
on the trail lo the far south, 
and by 1874 the first steam- 
ship was ijn action in Antarctica: 
it was the Challenger, 
Expeditions followed from 
Gemany and Norway—on one 
of which the first-ever landing 
on the main Antaretle continent 
wus made—from Belglum—the 
mate of tho, ship being a 
Norwegian, Roald 
from Sweden 
Antarctic 
speeding up. 

Thse expeditions were con- 
cerned wi Navigation und 
general discovery, and detalled 
scientific Investigation of the 
living thing, the fossilised life, 
the geology and meteorology and 
geophysics of Antarctica, The 
Norwegian who had landed in

Amundsen beat him, Scott did 
reach it but he was just too late 
and so failed to set n dramatic 
seal on the Jong record of 
British Antarctic exploration, 
With Scott’s tragic denth on the 
way back the historical and 
heroic period of such exploration 
feally came to an end. 

The link between this 
historical period nnd today was 
provided by Shackleton. He 
had been with Scott on the 
expedition of 1901, and he 
became a leader himself, The 
next task, he thought, was to 
cross the 3,000 or so kilometres 
of the Antarctic continent from 
one side to the other, taking in 
the South Pole on the way, and 
so solve ‘the probitm, by 
suitable — - Investigation, m4 
whether it was one land-mass 
or several jolned together by 
fce. But Shackleton died in 
1922 before he could try. ‘Now, 
in 1957, Dr Fuchs and Sir 
Edmund Hillary, with their 
parties, are to try to’ do just 
what Shackleton had in mind.,
